Food truck 
phenomenon 
creates

The issue regarding food 
trucks in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake doesn't seem to be any 
closer to finding common 
ground after a public infor¬ 
mation meeting held 
Monday. 

The meeting invited peo¬ 
ple from the community to 
have their say, and share their 
suggestions, whether it be for 
or against food trucks, if they 
should be permitted and 
where. 

There was some confusion 
about the Town’s intent, 
which was to seek input on 
how to best deal with food 
trucks, including zoning 

Leah Wallace, senior plan¬ 
ner with the Town, led the 
meeting and informed people 
that a report will go to coun¬ 
cillors in mid to late June. 

The Town has already met 
with stakeholders, including 
restaurant owners and 
Chamber of Commerce rep¬ 
resentatives, regarding food

You may have seen the 
work going on throughout 
the winter. 

The new Virgil splash 
pad and pavilion are 
almost finished and will 
be ready to open June 1, 
with an official unveiling 
and celebration Saturday, 
May 11, at 11a.m. 

The site features an 
environmentally-innova- 
tive splash pad, a sheltered 
50’ x 50’ pavilion and 
handicapped-accessible 
washrooms and change 


rooms. 

Surveillance cameras 
have been installed in the 
pavilion and at the splash 

The splash pad features 
a 140,000-litre tank with a 
pump under the pavilion. 
All water will be recycled 
and reused for watering 
municipal hanging bas¬ 
kets and flower beds, as 
well as irrigating the 
Town’s soccer fields. 

The pavilion itself will 
include a viewing area and 
shade for picnicking, and 
a mechanical and utility 
area to service the splash 

After town staff visited 
splash pads in Niagara 
Falls, Grimsby and St. 
Catharines to see what was 
offered at other locations, 
11 splash pad components 
were chosen—those that 
are the best design and 
will require the least 


amount of maintenance, 
while appealing to kids 
from toddlers to teens. 

In one comer are three 
spray cannons, designed 
to interest older kids, there 
is a toddler area, with a tot 
twister, three water ‘jellies’ 
which are designed for 
younger kids, and other 
components are available 
for all ages. 

A bollard activator will 
allow the water to be 
turned on when kids are 
there to play. 

This state-of-the art, 
$500,000 facility was made 
possible through the con¬ 
tributions of community 
members, including 
$250,000 from the Hummel 
family (in appreciation of 
their friend and mentor 
Arthur Dalfen) and 
$125,000 from the Virgil 
Business Association. 

The Town provided 
$125,000 from its parks 


reserve and profits from 
the 2012 Niagara Golf 
Classic Tournament went 
to this project. 

Once future funding is 
secured, the site will be 
expanded to include play¬ 


ground and fitness equip¬ 
ment next to the splash 
pad, with this Virgil 
Business Association ded¬ 
icating this spring’s Virgil 
Stampede to the play¬ 
ground fund. 


The splash pad will be 
open June 1 to mid-Sep¬ 
tember from 9 a.m. to 8 
p.m., seven days a week. 

Members of the public 
are invited to attend the 
official opening May 11.

Balancing act always difficult in this town 


Niagara-on-the-Lake, with its many 
diversities, is a town that presents interest¬ 
ing challenges for our town managers. 

This was clear this week, as two issues 
were discussed that both require balancing 
acts to be fair to all involved. 

One of the issues is that of allowing food 
trucks to operate in town. 

While there was all kinds of talk about 
health inspections and bricks and mortar, 
the real crux of the issue is that restaurants, 
understandably, resent the competition. 

On the other side, many residents who 
enjoyed the wonderfiil supper markets last 
summer, with food trucks presenting some, 
although not all, of the varied food choices, 
don’t understand why that can’t continue. 

The organizer of those supper markets 
who put her own personal stamp on what 
turned into lovely weekly meetings oflocals 
would like to continue similar events, 
although elsewhere, but that is all up in the 

How the town balances those two issues 
remains to be seen. Some see the food 
trucks as appealing to a totally different 
market, others see them stealing business 


from long-established restaurants who sup¬ 
port the community in many ways. Not an 
easy decision to make. 

Similarly, cottage rental owners want 
fewer restrictions on their industry, and 
warn that town regulations hampering their 
ability to do business will negatively impact 
their significant contribution to the local 
economy. They plead for better enforce¬ 
ment of existing regulations, rather than 
tougher restrictions they argue are overkill 
when only a very small number of cottage 
owners allow visitors to bother neighbours. 

Residents who live nearby those excep¬ 
tions, where they regularly expect trouble 
from overcrowding and late-night partying, 
would love to see the accommodation rent¬ 
al industry seriously curtailed. Their quality 
of life should not be negatively impacted by 
property owners operating rentals in resi¬ 
dential neighbourhoods, they say. 

When a community such as ours has 
such diverse needs, it's impossible to satisfy 
everyone. 

The answer, of course, is to do what is 
right But right for whom? That’s the difB-

When discussing this 
facility prior to construc¬ 
tion many of us ques¬ 
tioned the distance from 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, and 
I jokingly suggested that 
maybe we could have a 
clause added to say if we 
died on the way there the 
funeral costs would be 
covered by the hospital - 
sorry to say it does not 
seem so funny now.

Victoria Day 

The orchards are in 
bloom and it is less than 
three weeks until Victoria 
Day (our 'official' safe date 
for planting) - though no 
guarantees. So that means 
you better get your soil in 
good order. 

If, like me, you cannot 
dig, then rake it over well 
and add compost or some 
other good fertilizer into it, 
let the soil warm up before 
you put your plants in—Just 
remember how you feel if 
the heat goes off and your 
feet hit the cold floor, the 
roots don’t like it either. 

Once things are estab¬ 
lished you can use time-re- 
lease fertilizer, then add a 
layer of mulch to help keep 
things cool and damp with¬ 
out encouraging the weeds,

lawn, prune our trees, re¬ 
shingle our roof, replace 
our windows, resurface 
our driveway, etc. 

(Our driveway is gravel, 
but with hopeful eyes, 
they ask anyway.) 

One of my mature 
neighbors enjoys asking 
door to door sales people, 
“Where do you live?” 

His assertion is that he 
does not appreciate sales 


people from out of town, 
who are here to do a quick 
job and disappear. My 
neighbor’s concern raises 
the issue of whether or 
not you can trust people 
who come to your door 
wanting to do mainte¬ 
nance type work around 
your home? 

Recently I met with 
Jessie Clutterbuck, one of 
the service co-ordinators 
with Community Support 
Services of Niagara 
(CSSN). 

Community Support 
Services assists both 
seniors and adults with 
disabilities to live inde¬ 
pendently. Its best known 
program is Meals on 
Wheels, operated out of 
its Welland and Beamsville 
offices. 

CSSN staff say they are 
grateful for more than 400 
volunteers throughout the 


Niagara Region that are 
part of a variety of their 
services. 

Volunteers donate 
thousands of hours of 
their time each year, help¬ 
ing people to continue to 
live at home. In addition 
there are support services 
offered for which reason¬ 
able fees are charged. 

One of the tasks recent¬ 
ly taken up by Clutterbuck 
is to co-ordinate the home 
maintenance and repair 
services, for the area 
including Niagara-on- 
the-Lake. 

These types of services 
are offered for a fee by 
"brokered workers” and 
can include heavy house 
cleaning, organizing and 
de-cluttering, minor 
repairs, grass cutting, yard 
work, and snow removal. 

If you call CSSN for 
home maintenance and 


repair services you will be 
offered names of brokered 
workers who have been 
screened by CSSN. This 
means each worker has 
been interviewed by 
CSSN, references have 
been checked, and a 
police criminal record 
check has been provided. 

Further, the workers 
they recommend have 
met a number of require¬ 
ments including an agree¬ 
ment to a code of ethics, 
and charging reasonable 
fees for the work they do. 

Since the goal of CSSN 
is to assist both seniors 
and adults with disabili¬ 
ties to live independently, 
screening workers who 
provide home mainte¬ 
nance and repair jobs for 
clients who cannot per¬ 
form the work themselves 
is a means of offering a 
level of confidence that 


workers who show up at 
your door can be trusted. 

While my neighbour is 
suspicious of people who 
go door to door offering to 
perform various jobs, 
when CSSN brokered 
workers are assigned, the 
work will be followed up 
with a call from CSSN to 
ensure dependable and 
reliable service has been 
completed. 

Clutterbuck says this 
gives clients a level of 
confidence that does not 
come by simply calling a 
number from a list in the 
phone book. 

“Helping Seniors Live 
at Home” is why CSSN 
offers different programs 
to keep seniors indepen¬ 
dent in their homes.

Canadian farmers are facing 
incredible challenges as they strug¬ 
gle to compete with subsidized pro¬ 
duce flooding the supermarkets. 

About 75 % of the offshore work¬ 
ers employed in the agricultural 
industry also have small farms back 

Globalization has decimated m 
kets in their home countries so tl 
they can no longer support their 
families. With the rising cost of fertil¬ 
izer, land, seed and labour, they find 
themselves struggling to keep up 
with prices that the gigantic agribusi¬ 
ness offer. 

“For a lot of the offshore workers, 
their communities and economies 
are dependent on the money they 
send home from their work here. It’s 
their only hope of supporting their 
families.” 

Shopping locally doesn’t just ben¬ 
efit the producers locally, but helps 
out worldwide as well. 

Welcoming workers from other 
countries recognizes that, she says. 

“We have to do better in Niagara 
to be more inclusive. There are many 
ways we can be more inclusive, like 
baking them a cake for their birthday 
or similar kind gestures,” she says. 

“It really makes a difference when 
we make people feel welcome. Being 
neighbourly seems like a lost art.” 

All the past concerts have been a 
success with about 600 people in 
attendance, selling out quickly. 

Priority is given to the residents of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake for ticket pur¬ 
chases. 

"We want to keep this local, so we 
prioritize our tickets. Once we sell all 
the ones to Niagara-on-the-Lake, if 
there are any left over then we pro¬ 
vide them to people who don’t live 
here,” said Andres. 

The concert has generated inter¬ 
est in agricultural communities 
across Canada as a result of being 
featured on a four-part series on CBC 
Radio One in 2010.

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Fire extinguisher inspections a valuable defence, says safety officer

Fire extinguishers are 
very important but are 
often ignored or forgotten. 

For most people fire 
extinguishers are invisible 
red cans on walls, never 
looked at and rarely con- 

Ray White, fire safety 
officer for Niagara-on-the- 
Lake, wanted to not only 
bring to light the impor¬ 


tance of fire extinguishers, 
but also to make sure they 
were in working order. 

Last week the fire depart¬ 
ment provided businesses 
with a local opportunity to 
get their fire extinguishers 
checked. SimplexGrinnell, 
an international company 
that specializes in fire safe¬ 
ty equipment, donates their 
time to come to NOTL to 
provide this service locally, 

"If SimplexGrinnell 
didn't provide us with this 


service, people would have 
to go to St. Catharines or 
Niagara Falls to get them 
inspected," said White. 

If SimplexGrinnell is 
called to a location it is $30 
per house, and $7 per extin¬ 
guisher checked. The ser¬ 
vice provided at the Old 
Town fire hall was done for 
a cost of $3.50 to inspect 
each extinguisher. 

White visited businesses 
in Virgil recently to inspect 
extinguishers and noted 
that about 70% had not 


been tagged since the last 
time he came through in 
2010. 

It is the responsibility of 
a business owner to make 
sure that their extinguish¬ 
ers are not only present, 
but inspected and tagged 
annually. 

"When I see an untagged 
fire extinguisher it means 
one of two things - it's 
either brand new, or hasn't 
been checked," he said. 

In addition to checking 
fire extinguishers, 
SimplexGrinnell also pro¬ 
vided a practice for people 
to learn how to use fire 
extinguishers. 

"People can have the 
extinguishers, but if they 
don't know how to prop¬ 
erly use them, it may not 
do them much good," said 
White. 

This was the fifth year 
the service has been pro¬ 
vided in NOTL and White 
said it's always very suc¬ 
cessful. 

"We're really thankful 
for SimplexGrinnell— 
without them we wouldn't 
be able to host this event." 

Fire extinguishers are 
part of a family of safety 
devices that should be 
located in both businesses 
and homes to keep people 



safe. It is the law in Ontario 
to have a smoke detector 
on every floor, but White 
noted the importance of 
having a working carbon 
monoxide detector as well. 

Fire extinguishers are 


considered the second line 
of defence behind a work¬ 
ing smoke detector and can 
mean the difference 
between a small inconve¬ 
nience and a life-changing 
event, he said.

Jaedon has always shown a 
passion for driving, telling his 
mom and dad that he wanted 
to be a race car driver since he 
was about two years old. 

"He really wanted to get 
into go-karting years ago, but 
we felt he was too young and 
wanted to wait," said his dad 
Taylor, who is a former go-kart 

Jaedon has grown up 
around the go-kart scene and 
seems to be made for the 
sport After his first driving 
school he hit the track where 
the race director was sur¬ 
prised to learn that this was 
his first season.

Taylor was sponsored 
when he was 12 years old 
through a factory team, 
which he raced with for 10 
years.

Now he is Jaedon's 
mechanic and driving 

"I'm extremely excited 
and proud of him. There are 
moments when he makes a 
good pass or has a good lap 
and you fill with pride," said 
Taylor. 

His mom Jennifer said at 
first it was nail-biting to let 
her eight-year-old race a car 
that almost teaches speeds 
of vehicles on the road, but 
said she's proud of his 
accomplishments. 

"Once you see him out 
there the fear just leaves and 
it's replaced with pride. I'm a 
proud Merrittville mom," 
she said. 

Though this is Jaedon's 
first year, he will race 19 
events, and already aspires 
to continue with racing in his 
future. "I want to take it to 
the next level after go-karting 
and race other cars," said 
Jaedon. 

Go-karting isn't just about 


hopping in a car and hitting 
the track, Taylor said—it 
teaches kids a high level of 
responsibility as well as dis¬ 
cipline. 

"B3ds also learn mechan¬ 
ics and physics and it really 
gives them that sense of free¬ 
dom being in control of a 
vehicle. They learn a lot of 
safety too," said Taylor 

For Jaedon, his answer 
was simple, "my favourite 
part about racing is that I get 
to drive." 

His mom said that racing 
helps with their defensive 
driving once they obtain an 
license to drive. 

"People who have a driv¬ 
ing background are more 
aware and are better able to 
maneuver the cars. I feel like 
racing has more benefits 
than any other sport," said
